Returning for its 11th year at Grant Park, Lollapalooza welcomed an estimated 300,000 people to Grant Park over 
a steamy— and briefly rainy—weekend. 

The city’s largest music fest kicked off to 80-plus degree temperatures on Friday, which featured headliners Paul 
McCartney and The Weeknd. 

Saturday’s headliners included Metallica and Sam Smith, but Texas rapper Travis Scott made a different kind 
of headline when he was arrested and charged with disorderly conduct after encouraging fans to jump barricades 
during his show, according to Melissa Stratton, spokeswoman for the city’s Office of Emergency Management and 
Communications. Twenty-five concertgoers were arrested during the first two days of Lolla, Stratton said. 

On Sunday, hours before headliners Florence and the Machine and Bassnectar were to take the stage, Grant Park 
was temporarily evacuated around 2:30 p.m. as a storm cell coming from the west bore down on the city. Though 
parts of the Chicago area experienced high winds and hail, the storm did not hit downtown that hard, and the 
festival reopened at 3:30 p.m., with acts starting up again at 4 p.m. To accommodate the delay, Lollapalooza released 
an updated schedule that pushed the closing time of the festival from 10 p.m. to 10:45 p.m.

If you had told me in 
2009 that one of these 
years I would be tak- 
ing one of my parents 
to Lollapalooza, I 
would have laughed 
you out of Grant Park. 

Fast forward seven 
fests later, and that’s 
exactly how I found 
myself on Friday: in 
Grant Park, at Lolla- 
palooza, with my dad. 

It wasn’t supposed to be that way. Last year, 
my sister and I had sworn off Lolla forever 
while we sat on a couple of WXRT adiron- 
dacks in the pouring rain. Never again, we said. 
We were getting too old for the flower crown- 
wearing crowd anyway. 

But come March, the lure of seeing a living 
legend in concert proved too strong for me. 
So my sister and I sat in front of two laptops 
and an iPad, waiting to snag one-day tickets 
to see Paul McCartney. After an agonizing few 
minutes in wait-screen limbo, my sister got 
through, and, $220 poorer, we were headed 
back for another round of roughing it in 
the wilds of downtown Chicago, just us two 
against the hordes of CamelBak-ed bros and 
crop top-wearing you-knows. 

Then my sister got a free three-day pass, 
courtesy of the city’s ThinkChicago program. 

We were already planning to sell our extra 
wristband when her boyfriend made a mind- 
blowing suggestion: Why not ask if our dad 
wanted to go? 

Our dad? Come with us to Lolla? But ... but ... 

The objections stopped there. There were 
no buts. He wasn’t working that day. We 
wouldn't have to figure out how to sell the 
ticket. Paul [bleep]ing McCartney was headlin- 
ing. It was quite perfect, actually. Why hadn't 
we thought of our dad? 

Because he’s our dad. Lolla has been 
criticized in recent years for becoming too 
mainstream, booking already-big pop acts 
guaranteed to bring the crowds instead of the 
alt and indie acts that would be next year’s rock 
stars. Surely the fact that we were considering 
bringing our dad to Lolla was the last straw, the 
absolute end of the music fest’s coolness factor.

I suppose I should be old enough to know 
by now that something doesn’t become 
un-cool just because your parent is there. 

With my dad in tow, the novelty returned 
to Lollapalooza. After scaring him with stories 
about fights breaking out, rampant drug use 
and Grant Park turning into a mudbath (two 
of which we knew weren't going to happen 
ona sunny day starring Paul McCartney), my 
sister told him exactly what to wear, and then 
we were off. We hit up the freebie tents before 
the good acts started, took photos near the 
Lollapalooza sign and Buckingham Fountain 
and—my sister’s specialty—worked our way to 
the front row without being assholes about it. 

And so the three of us leaned on the metal 
barricades to watch St. Paul and the Broken 
Bones, Alabama Shakes and, of course, Sir 
Paul McCartney. In that way, it wasn’t much 
different than shows of Lolla past: being slowly 
roasted alive in 90-degree weather, soaking in 
the sun and good music with about 100,000 
other people—only this time, one of those 
100,000 was my dad.

It’s five-year- 

running Monday 

night dance party at 

Evil Olive that never 

fails to live up to its name—yes, there’s actu- 
ally chicken (for those who show up early) 
and porn for everyone broadcast on screens 
throughout the bar. It’s like a watered-down 
version of a New York Club Kids party of 
the early ’90s with EDM music. There are 
people in chicken suits pouring shots into 
the mouths of the willing and half-naked 
dancers on bars; there might be a SpongeBob 
costume, and there’s always a theme (think 
“Jurassic World” or Christmas in June). It’s an 
intelligently curated voyeuristic atmosphere. 
Surrounded by porn in every direction, you 
might assume everyone’s eyes are fixated on 
the walls. But there’s too much spectacle. The

crowd is busy checking one another out as the 
Dj, on a platform overlooking the crowd, de- 
livers high-energy electronic jams under pur- 
ple lights. Across the board, partygoers say it’s 
a freeing environment to be yourself. Oh, and 
there’s a no-phones-out policy, so you might 
be more apt to see anipple. Fair warning: You 
aren't entirely safe from cameras. Porn and 
Chicken’s photographers are walking around 
documenting the madness. But for the most 
part, it’s a menagerie, and what happens there 
stays there. 


David Hill and Camila Forero ran the back 
room at Evil Olive for a good 20-minute dance 
sesh. Hill, 33, a DJ, was breaking it down on 
his own before Forero joined him. Dancing 
is what’s kept him out of trouble, he said, and 
Porn and Chicken is a place where you can 
just “be you.” “When I’m dancing, I don’t see 
people around me, I’m just dancing,” he add- 
ed. Hill has been going to the party since the 
early days, when it was first put on at the for- 


mer Lakeview bar Risque Cafe in 2010 (years 
after Twisted Spoke, also formerly in Lakev- 
iew, debuted its similar weekly Smut & Eggs). 
The first time he went, he waited in line for an 
hour and didn’t know what to expect. “When 
I got in, I was like, “What the hell is this?’ ” 
he said. “But once I realized what I was see- 
ing and how much fun it was, it was absolutely 
the best.” He likes the diversity and said it’s 
a place where people of all backgrounds can 
come together without fights breaking out. 
“You got rocker kids, goth kids, the girly girls, 
your guys with footwork, like me,” he said. 
“You got so many different cliques, it’s like an 
insane high school.” 

Forero, 26, is also a longtime frequenter, 
and her dancing days go back even further. 
When she was 3, her grandmother lost sight 
of her at a festival and found her dancing on 
stage with the band. She still has no trouble 
busting a move with strangers. She met Hill 
at Evil Olive that night in the back room, 
where a second DJ spins laid-back house 
beats. “That moment David and I created out

of nowhere, we ended up kind of demanding 
everyone’s attention unknowingly because we 
got so lost in dancing together,” she said. “All 
of a sudden, when I happened to look up, the 
entire room was watching us dance, and the 
music was so great I didn’t want to stop danc- 
ing.” They didn’t catch each other’s names 
that night. 


Jillian Shallow and a guy in an Elmo suit 
shared an intimate moment as she snuggled 
up to him. It’s not a sight you see many other 
places, but that’s just a glimpse of the curiosi- 
ties within. Shallow, 25, works weekends as a 
cocktail waitress, so she likes that there’s a 
crazy place to hang out with her other indus- 
try friends on her weeknights off. “It’s a little 
fantasy. You get away on a Monday night,” 
she said. “When most people are taking it 
easy and recovering, there are people going 
out and getting wild ’cause it’s their week- 
end.” She considers herself a regular now, but 
she wasn’t initially drawn to the concept her 
first time there a few years ago. She was a bit 
creeped out by the porn, but she said she ap- 
preciates it now, especially when it matches 
the theme: “They do have some throwback 
gems,” Shallow said.

Rousey- Tate, part 3? 
So be it, champ says

Ronda Rousey’s continued dominance of wom- 
en’s mixed martial arts begs for someone to 
bring a stiffer challenge, and the next to try— 
for a third time —is expected to be Miesha Tate. 

Rousey (12-0) has already beaten Tate twice, 
but after the UFC women’s bantamweight 
champion needed just 34 seconds to knock out 
previously unbeaten Brazilian Bethe Correia 
on Saturday, Tate (17-5) is the most qualified 
135-pounder. 

UFC Chairman Lorenzo Fertitta confirmed 
late Saturday that he is seeking to place Rous- 
ey-Iate together with Aldo-McGregor on a 
card that would be expected to shatter UFC 
live-gate and pay-per-view records. 

Rousey said in her post-fight television in- 
terview that she “was willing to go longer” with 
Correia. 

But that wasn’t to be, as Correia wilted with 
clean right and hard left-handed punches to 
the face, followed by a knee to the body and 
a decisive short punch to the temple that sent 
her crumpling headfirst to the canvas. 

Rousey has needed just 64 seconds to finish

her last three opponents, and 11 of her 12 fights 
haven't gone past the first round. Tate took her 
to the third round in 2013. 

“T feel it’s a challenge. I want to silence every 
criticism one at a time, and I think I silenced 
one tonight,” Rousey said. 

While the UFC retains the rights to a pos- 
sible Rousey challenger, Cris “Cyborg” Justino, 
UFC president Dana White repeated Satur- 
day that he wants Justino to fight once at 135 
pounds before he matches her against Rousey. 

“I prefer who makes weight and doesn’t do 
drugs,” Rousey said Saturday. “The fight’s there 
for Cyborg. She can make 145 pumped full of 
steroids. She can move down to 135 without 
‘em. I’m not going anywhere.” 

Justino tested positive for performance-en- 
hancing drugs in 2011. 

So Tate, after a convincing victory in Chi- 
cago over Jessica Eye on July 25, beckons. 

“That’s what the fans want to see, she’s the 
No. 1 contender,” Rousey said. “She’s going to 
get beat again, but ... beating up Miesha seems 
to be good for both of our careers, so why not 
do it again?”
